Som e of the boys 
aboard have been here before and 
say th is is the worst storm they have 
ever been In. 
"T he wind blew som etim es as high 
as 60 miles per hour an d the waves 
ar* from 40 to 60 feet high. It got 
so bad th is 
m orning th a t no one 
was allowed 
on top side 
from th e 
center of the ship forw ard. Every 
tim e we h it a large wave th e bow 
of the ship would go dow n so fa r 
you would think It w as never com ­ 
ing up and while It w as down th e 
ste m would be clear of th e w ater, 
the propeller tu rn in g over 
in a ir and 
shaking th e 
whole ship. I 
do not 
scare very easily but last n ig h t I 
really was scared.

AIR POWER HELD! Emmitsburg 
DECISIVE IN WAR 
AGAINST N AZIS 


Worthington, Ort. 30 IAP)—Mili­ 
tary experts rejected today any idea 
that future wars will be waged by 
a 
few 
men 
controlling 
pilotless 
atomic missiles with push-buttons. 
They told Congress this nations 
defense must be based on a powerful 
air force because “at the present 
time, the atomic bomb is considered 
an adjunct of air power rather than 
a substitute for it.” 
The appraisal was made by ex­ 
perts of the War, Navy, State and 
Commerce Departments in a report 
to a subcommittee of the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee. 
Hole of Aircraft 
The report said aircraft will con­ 
tinue to play a "major role in the 
control of the skies, observation, 
carrying destruction to the enemy, 
and especially in transporting men 
and supplies.” 
It warned that defense must be 
based upon the “premise that this 
country will be the first target of 
attack and that we will not have 
any major Allies for at least the 
early period of the future war.” 
The experts advised that the na­ 
tion retain at least one fourth o f ! 
the 
aircraft 
Industry's 
wartime 
plants. 
Estimate Production 
They suggested that military air­ 
craft factories be dispersed in half 
a dozen places in the interior of the 
country to minimize the danger 
from long range bombers, carrier- 
based planes and rockets. 
They offered the following “rough 
estimates'’ on postwar annual pro­ 
duction of aircraft: 
Private planes: 20,000 to 45.000 
costing $125,000,000 to $175,000,000. 
Commercial transports: 325 to 475, 
costing $175,000,000. 
Military aircraft: 3.000 to 5.780. 
costing $750,000,000 to $1,400,000,000.

In 
the air, its victory was complete.”
